loarcity of Railroad Oar* tbe Oaljr 


Drawback to Basis?*} 


New York, Nov. 36.—R. G. DUD & 


Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
A few months ago injury to the corn 
crop aroused fears that the railroads 
would be seriously handicapped by the 
loss of tonnage, yet the season of grain 
traffic has not only failed to produce de- 
creased earnings, but there is such a 
ecareity of rolling stock and motive 
power that numerous industries are 
badly demoralized. In so far as these 
interests are concerned the reduction in 
corn freight proves a blessing. Rail- 
way earnings in October were 11.3 per- 
cent greater than last year and 21.2 per- 
cent over 1.889. 


A healthy demand is reported through- 


out the country in all leading lines of 
merchandise, while sales of winter 
goods have attained normal proportions 
and holiday business promises to sur- 
pass all records. In manufacturing 
there was never before such well sus- 
tained activity, with contracts running 
past the middle of next year. This Is 
'especially true in the case of steel rails 
and many other products of iron, while 
in building felt, footwear and most tex- 
tile branches there is little prospect of 
idleness. Money circulates freely, mak- 
ing collections satisfactory In most sec- 
tions.

propriated About f 60,000 


THEY GAMBLED IN STOCKS 


Receiving Teller, tbe Oldest Employ* 


of tbe Institution, Confesses, Im- 
plicating tbe Paying Teller, Who 
Died Two Weeks Ago 


|l New York, Nov. 16.— Defalcations 
amounting, it is said, to $60,000, have 
been discovered in the accounts of the 
Williamsburg Savings bank, an institu- 
tion conducted at Williamsburg, in the 
isurburbs of Brooklyn. 
| General J. T. Meserola, the president 
of the bank, is authority for the state- 
[ment that the parties Implicated in the 
[affair are Harry H. Corbett, a former 
'paying teller of the bank who died Nov. 
,2, an'd George Zollinhefer, a receiving 
Iteller, who, it is alleged, gave the first 
(Information leading to the discovery. 


The bank la fully protected, it is said, 


by the bonds of both Corbett and Zollln- 
]hofer. Harry E. Corbett had been In 
ithe employ of the bank for 18 years, and 
was deemed a man of exemplary HsUiits 
and not the slightest suspicion attached 
to him up to the time of his death. 


According to General Meserole, on 


Friday of last week, Zollinghofer went 
to Cashier Burns and confessed to him 
that he (Zollinghofer) and Corbett had 
taken funds from the institution for 
the past two or three years, for stock 
gambling, and that so far as he could 
estimate the amount which had been 
lost was between $50,000 and $60,000. 
Burns had Zollinghofer repeat his con- 
fession to President Meserole and a 
meeting of the trustees of the bank fol- 
lowed. 


The examination was not concluded 


that day. nor is it yet concluded, but ir- 
regulariitas eaough have been found to 
s'how ti,&t SsHlasfhofer did not ex- 
aggerate the extent of the defalcations. 
Until the esaunnation is finished and 
presented to tbe trustees no statement 
can be officially made. 


After asafelng his confession Zolling- 


hofer placed oimself in tbe hands of the 
trust companies and he is aiding them in 
their investigation of the books. He 
wasa, with one exception, the oldest 
was. with one exception, the oldest 
employe of the bank, having been with 
years old. 


Corbett died in his apartments in a 


Brooklyn hotel on Noj. 2. He and his 
wife were hsgbly respected. He ven- 
tured oat to» ssem sfFor an sttiwk of ty- 
phoid realaiia and contracted pneu- 


The depositors are in no danger, as 


the bank has a surplus of over $8,000,000 
above the deposits of $40,000,000. 


So far as 
could be learned Zol- 


llnhof er has not been arrested and it is 
understood that he will merely be kept 
under surveillance while he is aiding the 
bank to untangle its accounts.

To Treaty Which Allows Imports of 


Suok Tilings us Our People Produce 
In Abundance—Stro»s Opposition 
to Making Concession* 


Washing ton, Nov. 16.—As an example 


of the sort of opposition which the 
Canadian reciprocity proposal encount- 
ers an interview of Senator Burrows of 
Michigan of the finance committee in 
a newspaper here may be of interest. 


"Any legislation in regard to recip- 


rocity with Canada," lie is quoted as 
saying, "would have to be very carefully 
framed to suit the people of Michigan. 
Their experience under the last treaty 
was rery unsatisfactory. The statstics 
which were republished by the treasury 
department in the monthly summary for 
September are significant in connec- 
tion with Canadian reciprocity. 


"The last year the old treaty was in ef- 


fect Canada exported to the United 
States 948,133,599. We exported to 
Canada in the same year $23,439,115. 
Our exports to Canada were actually 
less for that year than they were <n the 
fiscal year of 1854, before the treaty with 
Canada took effect, while the imports 
from Canada for the fiscal year 1S6G 
were nearly six times as great as those 
of the fiscal year 1854, before thetrsa y 
took effect. But what is worse, the im- 
ports from Canada under the treaty 
were all natural products, farm products 
and such other things as our people pro- 
duce in abundance. The people oC 
Michigan do not want another such 
reciprocity treaty as that, with Canada 
or any other country. 


"As to reciprocity in general," the 


senator continued, ''what the Republican 
party believes in ih reciprocity on the 
lines of the natiocal platform, which 
declared in favor of opening our mar- 
kets on favorable terms for what we do 
not ouasalves produce in return for free 
foreign markets. Reciprocity on those 
lines would be welcoraed, but when we 
undertake to exchaaee knit goods, man- 
ufactured JD the United States, for the 
sarce eia&s of seoiis raade in Francs, we 
get into deep wster."

I was in Toronto 
recently and heard Sir Wilfred Laurie? 
bay in a speech that Canada was through 
with sending delegates to Washington 
looking for trade concessions. He said 
that if negotiations were to be resumed 
we would have to take the initiative." 


Senator Gallinger is not disturbed by 


the growing surplus in the treasury and 
would oppose any legislation looking 
to its reduction. With a shipping sub- 
Bidy bill which he warmly favors, and 
a Nicaraguan canal, liberal pensions 
and similar disbursements, he believes 
that the surplus question will take care 
of itself.

Being Considered In the Revision of 


the Bankruptcy Law 


Binghamton, NOT. 16.—Congressman 


George W. Ray, who is chairman of the 
house judiciary committee, which has 
charge of the revision of the bankruptcy 
law, and Royal A. Gunnison of this city, 
secretary of the National Association of 
Referees in Bankruptcy, are hard al 
work drafting a revision of the law to 
present to congress this winter. A cir- 
cular letter, with the bill revising the 
bankruptcy law which was introduced 
by Congressman Ray at the last session, 
has been sent to the principal business 
men throughout the uniou, with a re- 
quest that they offer suggestions or 
modifications. As a result 15,000 an- 
swers have been received, and many 
of the letters include important practi- 
cal suggestions which will be incorpo- 
rated in the new bill. One of the im- 
portant questions being considered is: 
Should partial payments on account 
within four months of a bankruptcy, but 
without intentien on the part of the 
debtor t« prefer the creditor, or without 
acknowledgement on the part of the 
creditor tkat the debtor is insolvent or 
making a preference, be preferences 
which must be surrendered before the 
creditor can prove the unpaid portion of 
his claim, as is now held by the courts; 
or should the law be so amended that 
such payments may be retained, unless 
received'With reasonable cause on the 
part of the creditor to believe that the 
preference was intended ? The answers 
to these questions' will be tabulated and 
submitted to the Judiciary committee.

•VHOAT SAbOON OPENING 


The New York election has been 


followed by a curious phase of muni- 
cipal discussion, and one calculated to 
give some of the traditions a jolt. The 
demand that the saloons be open on 
Sunday is being supported by such men 
as Bishop Potter, Dr. Parkhurst, Dr. 
Batfnsford, and others whose moral 
standard is as high. The debate is 
waging lively, and so far the senti- 
ment seems- to be so strong- in favor of 
the Sunday opening that it may be 
looked upon as certain to be accom- 
plished within a short time. The rea- 
sons the eminent divines give for their 
support are varied. Bishop Potter be- 
lieves that the abuses of the present 
law demand some such change. Dr. 
Rainsford says that Sunday opening 
is a "social necessity" due to the 
changed conditions which make a legi- 
timate demand for a place where a 
man can get a glass of beer to quench 
his thirst on Sunday as well as on 
any other day. The great argument is 
that the German custom which takes 
the whole family to the saloon to sip 
beer has influenced the life of the city 
to such an extent that Sunday saloons 
are in fact the only proper thing. 
Some of this is doubtless true, but the 
real reason why the change is being 
urged is the same that causes all New 
Tork saloons to do business right 
through Sunday as well as any other 
day at present. And that is that men 
want drink on Sunday, whether they 
have their families with them at lit- 
tle tables or not. And not all of them 
want beer. 


CANDIDACY OF PROFESSOR I,E- 


FAVOCR 


Berkshire county has a large interest 


in the choice of the man to succeed 
Dr. Franklin Carter as president of 
Williams college. It is the college to 
which the larger part of our young 
men able to seek a higher education 
go; for their sake all that makes for 
the high standard and future great- 
ness of the Institution should be most 
carefully guarded. 


There Is also a local pride in the 


institution and an influence on the 
life of the whole community from the 
college even beyond the 'direct in- 
fluence upon the young men who seek 
ita classic halls, an 
influence that 


may be increased or diminished by the 
president chosen, that gives the people 
fc right to be keenly alive to the set- 
tling of the all-important question. 


And finally, there are in North Ad- 


ams and throughout Berkshire many 
sons 
of the 
famous institution of 


Hark Hopkins who are proud of its 
record and who want to see the highest 
standard it ever reached as a college 
touched and passed in the future if 
possible. 


This must be the excuse for touching 


.upon a subject which some may think 
should belong only to the trustees. 
The community has a large interest, 
"and 
the community has a right to 


know and be heard. 


In a material way, though far from 


being in the position of Independence 
it ought to be, Williams is ..._3h bet- 
ter equipped for its work V*an ever 
before. The endowment is not liberal, 
but for the work it has sought to do 
the funds now meet the most pressing 
needs, thanks to the efforts of Presi- 
dent Carter. 


But there has come a new ambition, 


and under the handicaps of the pres- 
ent endowment an excellent start has 
been made along certain lines. This 
new ambition of the past few years is 
to make the Williams course the high- 
est and best in the country on the old- 
nuhloned lines of a general academic 
•ad 
broadening education 
without 


much attempt at specialisation. All 
temptations 
towards the university 


plan have been put aside, and it is the 
present purpose of the college authori- 
ties to sOick to sttrlctly 
collegiate 


lines and to improve and enrich with 
all the advantages, appliances and 
brains that modern conditions give the 
true college course. 


Wise educators believe Williams has 


chosen wisely and well, and that it is 
on the road to leadership in this direc- 
tion among all the small colleges; 
that others will have to follow her or 
become inferior universities; and that 
steadfast and intelligent pursuit of 
this ambition will finally place Wil- 
liams ahead of the large universities 
for a strictly academic education. 


This ambition cannot be fulfilled on 


the instant. There must be a larger 
and richer endowment that will enable 
the college to pay as high salaries as 
the big institutions, that the best in 
the way of professors may be ob- 
tained and retained; and there must 
be no mistake in the choice at this 
time of a suitable head for the institu- 
tion, one in full sympathy with the 
new ambition, capable of working it 
out, and 
whose 
attainments 
in 


scholarship inspire confidence in his 
purpose and ability. He must be a 
man of executive ability, of financial 
ability to put the college on an even 
better material basis than at present; 
he must be large minded and liberal 
with a humanity that will inspire the 
confidence and enrich the lives of the 
students that come in contact with 


him. 


Some will say that the college is 


looking for too much; that the ideal 
educator, administrative officer 
and 


financier is not to be easily found in 
one man; that Williams is looking for 
a combination of practical business 
man and thoughtful scholar, trained 
organizer and lovable manhood that 
does not exist. 


It is true the standard is high. Yet 


there are those who have studied the 
matter carefully—loyal Williams men 
all of them—who believe that the pres- 
ent faculty has in one of its members, 
Dr. Henry Lefavour, the man who 
comes very near this high standard. 


Those who advocate the election of 


Dr. Lefavour say that he is one of the 
most eminent scholars in his line in 
the country today, and point to the 
written testimony of President Eliot 
of Harvard to that effect; that he has 
made a name as an original thinker; 
that he stands in the educational 
world with the best college presidents 
in the country; that others realize this 
and want him for the head of their in- 
stitutiofas; that he is a good executive 
and an able financier; that he has 
filled the difficult position of dean with 
signal success, for though called upon 
to act the part of college disciplinar- 
ian, it is the universal testimony of 
the students that he has performed 
his duties in every case with the 
strictest impartiality. A few say that 
the trying position of dean has com- 
pelled him to take stands that would 
prevent his election as president from 
being as popular among the present 
student body as that of some man from 
outside; but one of the trustees who 
was at first opposed to the election of 
« 
Dr. Lefavour spent considerable time 
in Williamstown investigating 
this 


very thing and was made an ardent 
supporter by what he learned. 
The 


just judge has a difficult role to fill, 
and when it is the testimony of all— 
including the judged—that he has al- 
ways been impartial and fair, there is 
evidence of greatness in that alone. 


In the case of Dr. Lefavour there is 


the additional advantage that he is a 
comparatively young man in excellent 
health.

He would certainly be a digni- 
fied president and a credit to the line 
of able* men who have been at the head 
of the college.

impossible to secure Dr. 
Lefavour. 


Others want him, and one particularly 
desirable place is open to him if he 
will say the word. In fact he has put 
off acceptance in order to waft on the 
action of the Williams trustees until 
it is now feared that Williams has 
waited too long. 


This other offer is the presidency of 


the new technical and practical knowl- 
edge institution about to be establish- 
ed in Boston with an endowment of 
over two million dollars.

PAYING PRESIDENTS. 


Booievelfi Fir»t Salary Check—L»»1 


Payment for HcKlnley. 


The treasury department has sent a 


messenger to the White House witb 
President Roosevelt's first check, says 
the Washington Star. It was for $2.- 
017.74 and is the pay for seventeen 
days of the month of September. The 
estate of President McKinley will be 
paid a check for fl,85G.88. There wa* 
n good deal of discussion in tbe treas- 
ury about tbese checks and exactly 
how to divide them. President McKln- 
ley died early on the morning of Sept. 
14, aud President Roosevelt took tbf 
«ath that day. 
Under the law Mr, 


Roosevelt ronst be paid the salary of 
president from and including the day 
he took th? oath. Tbe question was 
not on this, however. 


For a number of years each president 


has been paid monthly one-twelfth of 
?50,000 a year, tbe only case in tbe gov- 
ernment service in which the regular 
salary table was not followed. 
By 


this system President McKinley re- 
ceived $4,166.66 for two months In ev- 
ery quarter and $4,166.67 for the third 
month of the quarter, making the total 
for the quarter $12,500. As Septembei 
was the third month of tbe quarter th« 
salary for that month was $4,166.67. 
Divided by thirty days tbe proportion 
going to President Roosevelt would 
have been $2,361 and to tbe estate of 
the dead president $1,805.44. The audi- 
tor's office insisted on a division on 
the basis that President Roosevelt 
sbonld receive 17.92 of tbe entire salary 
for tbe third quarter of tbe yea*1 tbere 
•being ninety-two days in that quarter. 


This division gave the sums that 


were agreed upon. Hereafter the reg- 
ular book of the treasury will be used 
In the salary payments of tbe presi- 
dent This-system will give different 
amounts each month, according to the 
number of days in tbe month. For the 
fourth quarter tlie pay will be: Octo- 
ber, 31 days, $4,212; November, 30 
days, $4,070; .December, 81 days, $4,- 
212. For tbe first quarter of nest year 
tbe president will receive checks as 
follows: January, 31 days, $4.305.60; 
February, 28 days, $3,888.80; March, 31 
days, $4,305.60.

"Rove not from sign to »lgn, tat ttep in ben, 
Where naught oceeds the proipeet but the cheer."
